Council, Meſſengers at Armes,Our Sheriffs in that Part,conjunCt- 
ly and ſeverally, {pecially,conſtitute Greeting; FORASMUCHAS,. The Sub- 
jedts, & intereſt of this OurAntient Kingdom do ſuſtain a great & growing 
Prejudice.by the inbringing great Quantiries of the {mall Frezch Money called 
the three Sous picce, and paſting the ſameat three Shilling ſix Pennies. Scots | 
a rate far above their true Worth and Vale ; And thatſeveral of Our Leid- 
ces doesScruple and Demur to receivein Payments the Fourty Penny Pieces 
Coined and Minted within this Kingdom by Our Predecefſors at the Rate of 
three Shilling ſix Pennies Scots, vpon pretence that they are Pare. and Worn 
tirough Ute, albeit the Print and Veſtige of the Coine of this Kingdom be 
viſible upon them : Therefore, and for remeed of the Foreſaids Abuſes, We 
with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Do hereby Frohibite and 
Diſcharge the ſmall Fremch Money called the three Sous Piece, which hereto - 
fore paſſed at three Shilling ſ1x Pennies Scots, to pals for hereafter, or be 
offered in Payments, but at the rate of three Shilling Scots only, and to be 
received at no higher Rateor Value by any of Our Leidges : . Ordainin 
and Commanding, nevertheleſs, the Frezch Crown to paſs at . fifty eight 
ſhilling Scots, withits half and Quarter proportionally as before : And 
farder We with advice foreſaid Require and Command all Our Leidges to 
Pais and receave 1n payments of all Sorts, the fourty- Penny Pieces of theCoine 
and Mint of this Kingdom, atthree Shilling fix Pennies Scots Money how 
bare ſoever and worne bv uſe the ſamen be, if the Print and Veſtige cf the Coine 
of this Kingdom be viſible upon them 3 Diſcharging hereby any. of Our 
Leidpes to refule the ſaids Scots fourty Penny Pieces, at the Rate of three Shil- 
ling fix Pennies, underiF© pain of being lyable to pay the Double of what 
they refuſe tothe Parry who offered the ſame, which is immediatly withour 
any Proceſs to be decerred and exaGed from the Refuſer by any Magiftrat 
within this Kingdom' in Favours and to the behove of him- from whom an 
of rhe ſaid forrty Penny Fieces 1s refuſed. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, 
And We Charge you ſtrictly and Commands, that incontinent theſe Our 
Letters ſeen ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edi»brrgh, and tothe remanent Mer- 
cat Crofles of the Head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires, and Stewartries within 
this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority, by epen Proclamati- 
on make Intimation hereof ; That ncne may pretend Ignorance, And or- 
dains theſe Preſents to be Printed. | BY
